LONDON—A lively controvercy has 
been launched by the denunciation of 
the Canadian Wheat Pool by Walter 
Gallacher, director of the Scottish 
Wholesale Co-operative society, who 
argues that the pool is a serious men- 
ace to British consumers since its ad- 
vent raised wheat prices, 

The significance of the controversy 
arises from the links between the 
British Labor party and the Co-oper- 
ative society, and the Daily Heraid, 
stressing its importance, asked B. F. 
Wise, a well known authority on food 
supplies for his views. 

Wise replied: “I don’t believe 
the pool has raised wheat prices, 
and |! don't think, except for a 
short period, that even a wide ex- 
tengion of the pool system could 
permanently raise them. If it 
were to be so temporarily, the 
immediate effect would be the 
production of larger quantities of 
wheat all over the world, that 
would carry its own nemesis, 

“The vitally important thing 
the wheat pool has done is to 
settle the price for the Canadian 
farmer.” 

Wise also emphasises that much of 
the profit of wheat speculators in 
Chicago and Winnipeg has been cut 


done it. 

“In order that such reorganization 
may be made safe for the consumer, 
co-operative selling must be able to 
enter into direct relation with bodies 
capable of speaking for the whole 
consuming population. 


This will mean state importation of | 


all wheat into Britain as urged in the 
Labor party’s report.” 

Wise’s views are certain to receive 
very close attention, particularly in 
Labor circles, and will probably carry 
much weight with Labor's agricul- 
tural policy.

|}GERMANY HOPES TO 
| REGAIN COLONIES 
—-o— 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass. 
!many’s loss of its colonies eonstitutes 
jan injustice which the German peopie 
look to the League of Nations to rec- 
| tify; Great Britain’s break with Soviet 
!Russia justifies the non-recognition 
policy of the United States. These 
were declarations made respectively 
by Dr Peter Reinhold, formerly Ger- 
man Finance Minister, and by Sir 
Arthur Willet of the British Foreign 
Office, speaking at the Williamstown 
Institute of Politics. 

Dr. Reinhold also speaking with 
the authority of a former cabinct 
member, and as one expected again 
to hold office in the Reich, stated that 
his country feels the League of Na- 
tions “must sooner or later” take 
action to restore Germany's lost 
colonies, At first he said Germany 
would be satisfied with a single 
mandate but the present status, de- 
prived of them entirely injures Ger- 
man pride and entails economic dis- 
advantages. 

Sir Arthur Willert, replying to an- 
other question, sald the disposal of 
the former German mandates colo- 
nies lies with the dominions rather 
than Britain, and that the process of 
restoring those in dominion hands 
must come from them, through the 
League of Nations, rather than from 
London. 

To another question, Sir Arthur de- 
elared that in his personal opinion 
the British break with Raissia vindi- 
cates the American policy of not rec- 
ognizing Russia Britain has had less 
trade with Russia than America, 
jdespite Britain’s more favorable dip- 
lomatie action, he said. He denied 
that England intends to form a hioe 
in Furope against Russia and stated 
that as soon as the Soviets “cease 
their campaign against our institu. 
tions we shall be glad to renew our 
relations once more.”

As to amount of seed and dates of 
seeding, results at our experiment 
stations seem to favor September 1, 
and one bushel.
